Montrose, Col., Sept, 23.—The* for 
mal opening of tin* Gunnison tunnel, 
the greatest irrigation project the gov* 
em inent has ever undertaki n, was pre­ 
sided over by President Taft this af­ 
ternoon in the presence of a great and 
enthusiastic crowd. From here the pres­ 
ident will return to Grand Junction, 
whence he will resume his westward 
Journey, expecting to arrive at Salt J 
Lake City tomorrow afternoon, where 
he will remain until Sunday afternoon. 
President Taft last night crossed 
the continental divide and today found 
himself west of the Rocky mountains. 
All day yesterday th** president trav­ 
eled with the panorama of the white- 
capped peaks of the Rookie* in view, 
and at one time the train ran for a 
mile or more through fields of snow. 
Last night at Tennessee Pass the 
climb to the top of the divide carried 
the president to an altitude of 10,240 
feet.
